morning at 9 o'clock. he first -he 
knew that anything was wrong or un- 
usual was when the accident occur- 
red. The cars went five car lengths 
before they stopped. He immediately 
ran out to sce vhat was wrong, and 
to flag any trains that might come. He 
then went up to the engine and found 
t the engineer was pinned under 
the train. Upon being asked if he 
knew anybody who neglected to do hix 
duty, he replied: “None at all.” 

- His opinion was that the accident 
was purely accidental, that could not 
be avoided in any way, and he could 
not tell what caused the accident. - 

The evidence of Frederick, Greens- 
field, agent of the Grand Trunk at 
Newtonville, was taken next. When 
asked when he first knew of the acci- 
dent to Hezle, he said a farmer met 
him: atd*told him of the wreck. He

Britain’s Debt 
And Her Income 


Vrior’to the present war the British 
debt had been reduced ta £700,000,000 
and the interest charge to £17,341, 
000, an amount equal to less than % of 
1 per cent. of the nation’s 
Moreover, the total governmental ex- 
penditure of the country was only 
£165,000,000, equal to less than 7 per 
cent. of the nation’s income, agalnat 
a proportion pf 25 per cent In 1816. 

True, it Is that the national debt of 
Great Britain has been increased from 
£706,000,000 to about £2,200,000,000, 
but fresh taxation has been provided 
for in the recent budget of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. The total 
annual revenue of Great Britain from 
all sources priot to the war was: £198, 
243,000, and the new revenue provided 
in the budget will amount altogether 
to £387,000,000, thus while the coun- 
try has bled her-national debt the 
reyenue has been doubled. 

The great strength of the British 
financial situation is therefore appar- 
ent. Even with the increase of the 
debt to £2,200,000 during the current 
fiscal year, the amount will stil be less 
than one year’s income of the British 
people, whereas the debt created in 
1816 was equal to three year’s income. 
The new debt is less than 13 per cent. 
of. the present wealth of Great Brit- 
ain; in 1816 the debt was 30 per cent. 
of the total wealth.

This statement of Henry C. Ford, of 
the Ford Motor Company of Detroit, 
expresses the central opinion and dom- 
inant sentiment of the man whose pro- 
gressive philanthropy and commercial 
success have given his views on the war* 
as recently reported, or misreported, re 
much attention. The actiow of the city 
council in Toronto in deciding to pass 
over the Ford products has been an 
incident of these reports. 

Mr. Ford in an interview a Press 
representative on Sattirday afternoon 
mado it quite clear that his abhorrence 
of ‘ear.and militarism in the abstract 
Mas been confused with samo of the 
Special probleins presented by the pres- 

mt war. If militarism had any, 
“chance ‘of success through the over- 
throw’ of the Allies, Mr, Ford's sym- 
pathies ‘would not permit him to with-! 
hold. the ‘assistance that would save| 
the cause | of liberty and democracy. 

“Yes, sirl I'd be with the. Allies 
rather ‘than, the Germans,’’ he declar- | 
ed, wher asked > #hich he would join 
if he were compelled to take sides, 
“and simply because the Germans are 
the worst. But I wonld not be with 
them to kill. Iam. always against 
fighting and slaughter. I'll concede 
that the military crowd in Germany 
are worse than anywhere else.” 





HIS REAL SYMPATHIES. 

The war, to Mr. Ford, however, is 
not such a simple matter as merely 
taking sides. He is more of an anti- 
militarist than a peace man, and here, 
after more analysis than most people 
are willing to give, may be discovered 
Mr. Ford's real sympathies. It per- 
haps would be impossible to convince 
Mr. Ford that he is a fighter himself, 
and to that extent imbued with the 
militarist principle, but opposition to 
militarism is his dominant motive in 
all that he says or does concerning the 
war. It is necessary in order to un: 
derstand his position to distinguish be- 
tween the war and what he believes to 
be the cause of the war. Wherever 
that cause exists, whether it be in the 
Tnited States or Canada, or France 
or Germany, or elsewhere, he is equally 
nyainjt it. -He is most against Ger- 
many because militarism has there its 
greatest ‘manifestation. 

“Down with militarism!" This be- 
comes his chief motto, constantly re- 
iterated. With regard to the finance 
‘question with which his name 
heen’ involved in “ebunection with a 
statement in which he states he was 
not correctly reported, his view ocx 
behind the militarist party for a mo- 
tive, and: he finds that. motive in 
money greed. 

“The essdtice of the war is the de- 
sire of the militarist party to make 
money,"' was the convittion he voiced 
on this-point, <It is clear that he 
draws a sparked line between the mili- 
tarists o precipitated the war, as 
he believes, and the people who are 
honestly in the war for reasons of de- 
mocracy and liberty. 


FIGHTING IN SELF-DEFENCE 

“All’the nations now are fighting 
the war in selftdefence, but they were 
led into it by the militarist party. 
which supplied the money. I think 
the English nation is fighting to put 
an end to militarism, and 1 think the 
Germans and the French and Russians 
are, too.’ This may not appear at 
first to agtee with his belief that mili- 
tarism is strongest in Germany, but it 
is clear enough, if his distinction be- 
tween the militarist party, usually a 
amall clique, and the peoplg of the na- 
tion as a whole, is kept in’ mind, 

“Militarism is strongest in Germany

Canadian Stand at St. Julien Won 
Praiso Everywhere, Says Abbe. 


“The stand which the Canadian 
troops made at’St. Julien and their 


H wonderful bravery is known all over 


Eutope,” said Abbe Perrin, Superior 
of tie Canadian Cullege at Rome, 
who has becn in Ottawa on a mission 
to the Papal Legate and Archbishop 
“I visited recently many 
small villaxes in both Italy and 
France. When the people found I 
was a Canadian they were most en- 
thuslastic.” They praised In the most 
eulogistic terms the Canadian troops 
and I myself, just because I wan a 


Canadian, was tretaed with the honor 


of a wounded soldier. The valor of 
the Canadians is on the lips of all 
Europe. I was proud indeed’ to be 
able to say, f am a Canadian.” 

The Abbo gave an instance of the 
spirit of the Canadian soldiers. lie 
visited the Lourdes and was told 
there was'a Canadian wounded sol- 
dier there. “I hunted bim up,” sald 
the Abbe, “‘and asked him to havo a 
meal with me at a restaurant. Ile 
had been a cowboy in the West; he 
had been wound three times, First 
was wounded {n the foot, recov- 
ered and went back to the front. He 
Was next wounded [n the breast. 
Again after a period in the hospital 
he recovered and again he went back 
to the battle line. The third time he 
was partially paralyzed on one side 
by concussion from a high explosive 
shell. ‘They say,’ said the soldier to 
me, ‘that I can never get well, but 
sco,” be remarked, partially lifting his 
arm, ‘it is getting better already. In 
{wo or three months’ time I shall be 
able to go back.’ 

“But if you return.” [ told him, 
‘you will this time lose your head.’ ” 

“ ‘No matter,’ he shouted, ‘It Is all 
for tho cause." ” 

“The Incident,” said the Abbe, 
touched very much the people In the 
restaurant and before he left they 
all insisted on shaking bands with 
him and wishing him the best of 
luck.” 

The Abbe said that there was per- 
fect unanimity in Italy over the war. 
Before war was declared there was 
considerable difference of opinion 
and-much political strife. But now 
Italy was one and all parties wero 
at perfect peace and determined to 
see the fight through to the finish,

It is stopped from his 
wages every week by his employer. 
It was a scheme ‘‘made in Ger- 
many” and was founded on the 
German system. So far as the 
~democracy welcoming it they great- 
ly resented this compulsory contri- 
bution, and the Radical party lost 
several elections in working class 
ridings. The pension is not regard- 
ed in England as the great blessing 
which the Star would have its read- 
ers believe.

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THE 
FLATBOATMEN 


By DWIGHT ‘NORWOOD 


, The boys of tho first halt of the nine- 
teenth century read Indian stories of 
What may now be called the easterly 
West, The main avenuy to the con- 
quest of this same region, later called 


valley and the tributaries of ' that. 
stream, The stories these boys rend 
Were not the fictitious falew thelr chii- 
dren or grandchikicen perused In’ the 
latter part of the sae century of the’ 


Ted inan of the “plains” or the Rocky 


mountains, but real happenings tw plo- 
neers passing down “La belle riysere,” 
as the carly French settlers called the 
Ohio ‘river, to open up what became 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana and other ter- 
titory in that region.

them aboard, saying that they had! 
been captuted by Indiins and: escaped! 
AS soon ay the boat came Into the back! 
Waters on tho shore, where it could 
only with difficulty be brought again 
into the current, it would “be attacked 
by Indians who had been concealed on 
the shore, In time this strategem be- 
came known to the whites, and they 
would refuse to listen to the decors 
Pleading. Yet there were times when 
the pleader was sincere and whs de- 
nied rescue. * 

Other devices were resorted to by 
tho Indians to lure the flatboatmen to 
the shore that they might be murdered 
and plundered. Game wag plentiful in 
the forests, and the red men would im- 
itate the sounds mado by aniinals ar’ 
birds. The wild turkey, which was ob-‘ 
tainable In America till the middle or’ 
latter part of the nineteenth century, 
wus a coveted meat by these ploncers, 
and often when the gobble wus beard 
the boat woold be steered to shore and 
a hunting purty sent for the birds.

Crown in Manitoba therefore conclud- 
ed that they would start the fight at 
once, in order to get the best consid- 
eration for their extradition case. So 
when Kelly stopped off at Chicago and 
took the \best.room in the Blackstone 
Hotel, for &-brief stop-over, they wir- 
ed at once to the Chicago police and 
requested Kelly’s arrest. This was 
done, and the Manitoba authorities at 
once wired detalls of the charge. 

Ed. Anderson, K-C., and W. T 
Sweatman, Kelly's counsel. have also 
left the city, and jt is understood they 
have gone to their client and will re- 
present him In the extradition fight 
which is expected to take place In the 
Chicago courts. 

Chicago, IlL, Oct 2—No formal 
charge was preferred against Thom- 
as Kelly, who was arrested here last 
night. He is held at the detective bu- 
reau, where he consulted two attor- 
neys on his course of action.

We have taken” 
upon us certain obligations. We 
must go on now, and make our call- 
ing and election sure. We must 
either gain the reward of everlasting 
life or else go into the Second 
Death. 

Christ's Rightcousness Our Covering. 

Does this mean that if we make 
slips. we shall go into the Second 
Death No. One might make unin- 
tentional slips of various kinds. Pre- 
sumably there Is no child of God liv- 
ing who has not made such slips. Our 
imperfections are hindrances to our 
doing perfectly,: “With my mind 1 
serve the Law of God,” but with my 
Imperfect body it would be an Im- 
possibility. Our great Kedeomer, 
who is our prospective Bridegroom, 
bas made satisfaction for our Imper- 
fections.

GUNNER LIONEL HARRIS 

The father of Gunner Lionel C. Har- 
tis, who lives at 98 Catherine Street, 
Belleville, hax received the following 
letter from his ‘son :— 

France, Sept. 18, "15. 

Dear Father,—Just a few lines to bet 
you know that everything is O.K. All 
the Belleville bays are well and seem 
to be in the best of spirits. 1 saw 
Abbie Harris not long ago; he ix well 
and likes it over in this country. 
There is very little war on along the 
line, except artillery duels, and they 
are at i$ quite regularly, 

There was a German aeroplane 
brought down close to us. The pilot 
and observer were both kiled, but not 
until they were very close to the 
ground. They opened fire on the 
King’s Royal Rifles with their ma- 
chine gun, but hurt only two of the | 
men. The infantry gave them a fow 
rounds rapid fire, and ghey were both 
badly shot. The machine is one of 
their latest models and is . scarcely 
damaged. Some very valuable papers 
and mays were found on the twa dead 
Germans. There were a few captured 
on our right the other night, accord- 
ing to reports, and they said they had 
very littl: te eat for three days. This 
does not look very promising for their 
future,

always kept the name it had reccived 
in the southern city,

burg, on the Rhine, Dietrich, the 
mayor of the city, bad complained 
that the volunteers who were about 
to Join I.uckner'’s army had no Da- 
triotic song to sing aa they marched 
out. A young captain of engincers, 
Claude Joseph Rouget do Lisle, beard 
him. He retired to his lodgings and 
during the night, with the ald of bis 
violln, composed the music and the 
words of the song which was to ren- 
der his name fomortal, He called 
it “The War Song of the Army of the 
thine," and the night on which bo 
wrote it was April 24, 1792. It.was 
frat sung at Dietrich’a house on the 
following day, and then immediately 
arranged for the band of the. garde 
nationale, which performed at a re- 
view on Sunday, the 29th, and a copy 
was sent by a member of the band to 
bis friend, Mireur of Marseilles, who 
himself sang it at the bunquet on 
June 25, On Aug. 10 the peoplo of 
Paria sang it as they stormed the 
Tuileries. 

In the course of time tho music 
has been slightly changed and stan- 
tas added, and critics have asserted 
that Rouget de Lisle appropriated his 
melody from a German hymn—and 
yet that German byzin bas never been 
produced. Later he ‘rote other 
songs, but notbing that is remember- 
ed, and some plays. One, entitled 
“Tom et Lucy,” has its scene laid in 
America, but it !s forgotten. Only 
“La Marseiliatse” remains. He dled

OTTAWA, Qct. 8.—Orders are be- 
ing sent out.to all registrarx of alien 
enemies, the police who are acting as 
such, and the Royal North West 
Mounted Police in western Canada to 
treat the Bulgarians now as alien 
enemies, They will be registered 
like the Germans and Austrians, and

There are about 25,000 Bulgarians 
in Canada, It is thought they -are 
largely located in the cities, few lav- 
ing taken homesteads: 

The necessary orders in Council de- 
claring war with Bulgaria‘and placing 
the Bulgarians under the various or- 
ders in Council which apply to other 
aliens will be passed at once. In the 
meantime abo order are being given 
to stop any Bulgarians from leaving 
the country. It is not anticipated that 
there will be any trouble with the 
Bulgarians, as it is believed most of 
them in Canada are in sympathy with 
the Allies, The experience of the of- 
ficinls after a year’s dealing with the 
Austrians is that they have little synz 
pathy for their home land, and are 
anxious to obey Canadian laws and be- 
have like Canadian citizens.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH. 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 

The bole head of a family, or any male 
over 18 years old. may homestead,a quar- 
ter section of available Dominion land in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Ap 
Plicant must appear in person at the Do- 
minion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for 
the District. Entry by proxy may” be 
made at any Dominion Lands Age: (but 
not Sub-Agency) on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon aad 
cultivation of the land in each of thi 
years. A homesteader may lire with 
nine miles of his homestead on a farm of 
at least 8 acres, on certain conditions,

ANTIQUITY OF SUGAR CANE. 





The Piant Is Mentioned In the Sacred 
Books of the flindus, 
Growing sugar cane is an indus- 
try so old that it antedates the Chris- 
tlan era by many centuries, according 
to an article by Edward Albes. 


“Selentists admit they do not know ' 


just where the sugar cane origin- 
ated," Mr. Albes writes, “for no- 
whery has) {t been found In its wild 
sate) Tt bas been no cultivated pro- 
duct for many centuries, and the first 
mention to be found In written re- 
cords is in the sacred books of tue 
lindus, * have crowned thee with a 
shooting sugar cane, so that thou 
shalt not be averse to me,’ was writ- 
ten many centuries before the Christ- 
fan era. 

“In the train of Alexander the 
Great, during bis Asiatic conqueats, 
were some obsertant persons who 
made notes of what they saw, when 
not.too busy killing off the inbabit- 
ants, and in these written docu- 
ments, according to later writers who 
fell helr to them, {is told the story of 
‘a reed growing in India which pro- 
duces honey without bees." Thus 
sugar canc was evidently well known 
in that country before 320 B. C, 

“As to the manufactured product 
of tho cane, the frst kind of sugar 
of which mention is made was a 
concentrated cane juice called ‘gur’ 
In Indla (‘gud’ [nm Sanskrit), and this 
seems to have becn known as a food 
from prehistoric times. That Its 
manufacture was a well established 
industry in India fin the seventh 
century is attested by tho old Chin- 
ese encyclopedia, the Pontsaokang- 
mu, which states that the Emperor 
T’altsung, who relgned from 627 to 
650 A. D., sent some of his people to 
Behar to learn the art of sugar mak- 
Ing. 

Sane manufacture of sugar even 
In tho early centuries of tho Chris- 
tlan era was not restricted to tho 
more evaporation of the juice of tho 
cane to dryness, for the Arabs and 
Egyptians had soon learned how to 
purify raw sugar by recrystallization 
and incidentally how to make a great 
variety of swectmcats or candy out of 
the product.” - 





EYESIGHT OF SOLDIERS. 


Military Efficiency and the Ability to 
BSee-in the Dark. 

Many military oxperts have given 
it aw thelr opinion that the training 
of soldiers’ eyesight is the frst and 
most important feature of niusketry, 
and a man who Js a good judge of 
distance {s of much greater value on 
the battlefield than one who is a 
skilled shot only. 

Not the least interesting are the 
lessons for training a soldier to aco 
in the dark, It is impressed upon 
him that the ability to sce in the 
dark increases with practice.  [t ts 
found that on open level ground a 
standing’ man fn khaki can be seen 
on an ordinary dark night at about 
&wolve yards, on a starlight night 
twenty-four yards, and on a moon- 
Nght night, with the moon bebind 
the observer, ffty yards, When the 
moon {is bebind the person looked at 
the IHmit uf vision is about 100 
yards. — : 

A columu of foura moving toward 
the observer can be scen on an ordin- 
ary.dark night at about eighteen 
yards distanco; when starlight, at 
about forty yards; with the moon be- 
hind the observer, 120 yards, and 
about 140 yards when the moon fs 
bebind the men looked at.

The vaulta restored to light 
only seven prisoners, Three of these, 
gray headed men, were shut up legi- 
timately, or by family motives they 
had. been withdrawn from the judg- 
ment of the ordinary courts’of law. 
Two of them, Tavernier and Mithe, 
had become fnsane. They saw tho 
light of the sun with surprise, and 
their incurable {nsanity caused them. 
to be sent to the madhoune after they 
enjoyed fresh air and’ freedom for a 
few days. The third was the Count 
de Solages, who thirty-two years be- 
fore bad been sent to this prison at 
bis father’s request. He was recog- 
nized by none after his release, and 
died In poverty. 

The other four prisoners had been 
confined fgur years and on ~ purely 
civil grounds.

Hospital Orderly 
Killed by Patient 


Woman, Whose Husband was 
Sialn, Sees Murderer Making 
Getaway 


NEW YORK, “Oct. 13.—From_ her 
353 West Filtieth street, Mrs. Lillian 
Cananaugh saw a stocky man, with 
grey hair and moustache, haticss and 
dsheveted, clamber over the fence 


clinte Hospital late this afternoon, 
stop In her yard to wipe dry a blood- 
stained knife, which he then put in 
his pocket and finally climbed the op- 
posite fence to the yard of Mrs. Elsic 
Neclourt, at 355 West Fiftleth Strect. 


to learn what had happened. 

Dr. Bruce T, Poole met her at the 
entrance and turned her over to a 
matron, who broke the news to her 
that the man she had seen in the 
yard had a few minutes before Btab- 
bed and killed her husband, John’ Cav- 
anaugh, an orderly in the hospital. 
She learned that the slayer, a peddler 
lot sand soap among garage men, had 
fallen down a Might of stairs In a 
garago.a short time before, cut his 
forehead over the right eyo badly and 
had been removed to the” hospital In 
an ambulance. There Dr. Poole had 

ressed his wound and, because he 
seemed also to be suffering from .al- 
coho'lsm, had left him to rest on a cot 
in a small room adjoining. the ante- 
room of the emergency ward. | 

A few moments later the surgeon 
had heard Margaret Cortett, a matt, 
screaming In ‘her bedroom above the 
omergency ward and, with Cavanaugh, 
had run there, where -he found his 
patient. Dr. Poole and Canvanaugh got’ 
him downstaira again by the starway 
which ho had ascended. Leading him 






4388. Jout of the small room in which he had 


been left apparently had piqued his 
curiosity. He had ome quarrel: 
some and Dr. Poole decided to turn 
him over to the polled as an ordin- 
ary “drunk” and told Cavanaugh to tho 
him to the cot while the surgeon tele- 
phoned for tho police. 

Dr. Poole had just stepped from the 
room when he heard Cavanaugh cry 
out he had been stabbed, and turned to 
catch the orderly as he droped dead 
after having staggered out of tho ante- 
room, In the instant tho sufgeon was 
co engaged the patient had rushed up 
tho .stalrs again, found the maid's 
room vacant, crossed it to a window, 
out of which he dropped fifteen feet 
to the yan. 

When members of the hospital staff 
ran into the street tncy learned that 
the man had strolled from Mrs. De- 
clourt’s' home to a garage acrogp tho 
street, begged a dime from a chauf- 
four there, and disappeared, while one 
of the hospital chauffeurs, who recog- 
nized. him, ran across to the hospital 
to inquire why he was at liberty, and 
then, learning of the murdcr, started 
for a policeman. 

From Charles W. Bury, at the Pyra- 
mid Garage, who first summoned an 
ambulance for the man, the police 
learned that he was known as William 
Richardson: Bury told them Richard- 
son frequently drank and probably 
{would not have fallen downstairs to- 
day had he not been partly intoxicat- 
ed. 

“Whether It was the condition he 
was in, or cunning on hia part, Rich- 
ardson did not fly from his murder. He

CALIFORNIAN FRUIT 

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—How Califor- 
nia had increased {ts frult shipments 
from 2,000 carloails in 1885 to 50,000 
carloads now was“described by _G. 
Powell, General Manager of the Call- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange in an 
address before the Quoin Club at Del- 
monico’s a few days ago. 

‘The value of the orange and lemon 
crop shiped through California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange every yearn ev- 
ceeds the value of all the mineral pro- 
ducts" of the state,” declared Mr. 
Powell, “in fact, the total valuation of 
this fruit is $27,000,000.’ 

“There is $200,000,000 invested in 
Calfornia’s Fitrus industry.4.

Livingstone will go to London and 
Armitage to Berlin before returning 
to the west. 

Private Armitage is a Waterloo 
County boy, a son of Dr, Armitage. 

At Ypres and Festeubert. 

Private Armitage arrived in time 
for the tail-end of the Ypres fight and 
was wounded at Festubert. He was 
with two platoons on the deadly left. 
His personal comrades were killed, 
and very few of that group ‘of fighting 
Canadians survived.

The bounty does not scem effective 
in promoting systematic hunting, 
mainly because the wolf Is sufficiently 
cunning to clude or circumvent his 
pursuers. Poison is the most suc- 
cessful means of keeping his rav- 
ages in check, and where it has becn 
used with any serious measure ol 
success wolves become too wary to 
eat anything except. animals they 
catch and kill. Their rejection of 
} poisons set with’ the greatest care 
; shows almost incredidle cunning. 
The wolf hunt one hears of from

Army Cooks at School, 


|. One thousand five bundred soldiers 
are al present learning cooking at the 
London County Council schools, They 
are divided into bodies of 100, each 
man having to live on the War Oficé 
allowance of 1s, $d. a day, a feature 
of the training belng that if they 
cannot cat the meals they prepare 
-they must go without. The training 
is based on cookery books issued by 
the War, Office, which show how one 
can make a dinner out of next to no- 
tbiog. 

The military culinary manual tells 
how mushrooms and marigold Sow- 
ers, often found growing wild, give 
an excellent favor to stew or soup, 
while nettles and sweet docks are ex- 
cellent vegetables in the spring. Stew 
for about five minutes and serve—a

WILD RADISH, 


It Is a Very Common Pest in the 
Maritime Provinces, 


Wild radish is a very 
in the Maritime Prov “3, und, in 
fact, Is 'as object Snable as mustard, 
The condition of things referred to 
in our correspondent’s letter can 
easily be explained by the fact that 
the seeds of wild radish are able to 
lie dormant in the soil for many years 
without losing their power of germine 
ation. .When the sod was plowed last

fall a great many of the wiki radish 


secds were placed uader conditions so 
that ghey could gertiinate, Just why 
fewer wild radish plants appeared in 
the oat Held than in the fallow land 
is not clear. Possibly the explana- 
tion Is that‘the fallow land received 
more stirring with the cultivator and 
plough, and hence more seeds were 
enabled to germinate. We are not 
able to state definitely bow many 
yeurs wild radish seeds will He dor- 
mint, but authorities state that they 
may. live for twenty-live years. 

‘In regard toSmethcds of contro}- 
ling wild radish, several have been 
used to advantage, — First, cultural 
methods, plowing land shallow as 
soon after barvest as poxsible, so 
as to force al! the seed in the upper 
layers to sprout, then to destroy 
these, after they have nicely shown 
themselves, by harrowing. In the 
spring this same soil should be i : 
tivated 2s soon as possible to start 
the germination of tlie weed seeds, 
and then by means of’ a spike tooth- 


ed barrow and weeder the weeds 
can be casily destroyed. After the 
crop has been planted the weeder 


should be continued in order to de- 
stroy the weeds, 

When fields are b:@fly Infested 
with wild radish it is advixable . to 
introduce a crop which can be tilled 
durjng the entire season, such as 
potatoes, roots, corn, 

Another method of dealing with 
wild radish is to apray, the plants 
early, that is, before they have a 
chance to form seed, with sulphate of 
fron solution, 80 lbs. to 40 gals, of 
water, applied at a pressure of 80 to 
100 tbs. so that a fine mist is formed, 
—Family Herald and Weekly Star,

MINING REGULATIONS 


Coal mining rights of the Dominion, in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, the 
Yukon Territory, the North-West Terri- 
tories and In a portion of the Province of 
Uritish Columbia, may be leased for a 
term of twenty-one years at an annual 
rental of #1 an acre. Not more than 250 
acres will be Icaned to one applicant. 

Applications for a lease must be made 
by the applicant in person to the Agent 
or Sui Agent of the district in which the 
rights applied for are situated. 

In survered territory. the land must be 
described by sections or legal subd-divis- 
fons of sections, and in unsurveyed terri- 
tory the tract applied for shall be staked 
by the applicant himself. 

Each application must oe accompanied 
by a fee of %5 which will be refunded if 
the rights applica for are not available. 
but not otherwise. A royalty shall be 
pald on the merchantable output of the 
mine at the rate of fire cents per tor. 

‘The person operating the mine shall fur- 
nish the Agent with sworn returns ac- 
counting for the full quantity of mer- 
chantable coal minced and pay the royalty 
thereon. If the coal mining rights are 
not being operated. such returns should 
be furnished at Icaat once @ year.

HOTELKEEPERS WiLL 
| SEEK COMPENSATION 


TORONTO. Oct. 16.—Compensation 
9th Field Battery at Ktsognnstolntaca 
for the early, closing of the bars 
throughout Ontario will be demanded 
from the Government by the ‘hotel- 
keepers of the Province, according to 
the decision arrived at yesterday when 
the Toronto Holelkeepers’ Associa- 
tion held a special meeting. Tho form’ 
of compensation to be asked for will 
in all Ikellhood be.a demand that the 
Government withdraw its claim to the 
five per cent. tax on all bar receipts 
in ‘cities above sixty dollars a day, 
which tax was put into operation about 
four years ago. The executive com- 
mittee was Impowered to go ahead and 
deal with the matter. Various schem- 
es regarding the compensation to be 

uested were discussed at the meet- 
ing, but the withdrawal of the five per 
cent. tax appeared to be the one most 
favored. 

Mr. George Wright, prestdent of 
the Toronto Hoteieepers* -.ssociation, 
stated today that the executive com- 
mittee of the association had the mat- 
ter in hand and the proposition would 
in the near future be lald before the 
Government. He sald that the five per 
cent. tax had been a theme for discus- 














but that since the order for the early 
closing of the bars had been Is- 
sued the hotelmen were more inclined 
than ever to the opinion that this 
tax should be withdrawn. Mr. Wright 
maintained that it was an unjust tax. 


‘nt was imposed at the suggestion of 


the hotelmen themselves who, how- 
ever, asked that the money obtained in 
this manner should help to get a fund 
for the compensation of holders of Ii- 
censes wiped out by local vote, In- 
stead, claimed Mr. Wright, the Govern- 
ment expropriated the whole of that 
revenue and applied it to the general 
revenue of the Province without con- 
ceding anything to the hotelmen.

The clause on which Mr. Haverson 
bases his claim empowers tho ‘Board 
te make regulations” prohibiting the 
sale of liquor to any particular: class 
of persons “‘in the bar-room or other 
place set apart for the sale op,con- 
sumption of liquor in any licensed 
favern in any prescribed locality.” 

Ag the clause does not contain the 
words “or shop” after the words ‘“‘li- 
censed tavern," Mr. Flavelle admits 
the contention, although believing the 
‘omission to have been an oversight. 

At the same time,‘ Mr. Flavelle 
points out that this only fails to give 
the Board power to forbid specifically 
sale. to soldiers or others, and docs 
not interfere with the application of 
“clause 13,” which empowors © the 
Beard to mete out punishment to 
those who offend—even if only against 
the desire of the Board. The clause 
reads: : 

©The - Board may by resolution at 
any time cancel or suspend any ik 
cense issued by the Board for any 
cause which it may comsider expedi- 
ent, and subject to such conditions as 
the Board may s¢e_ fit, to impose.””

The Bordens were 
United Empire Loyailets. and the 
strain is just cs strong today In Sir 
Robert Borden as it was In his great 
grandfather who joinec the stream of 
New England Loyalists and settied in 
King’s County fn 1760. ° 

inherited Tastes 

Robert Borden might have been a 
farmer like Andrew Borden, his fath- 
er, or he might have been a teacher, 
like his‘ father, for the elder Borden 
was both, and he actually did enter 
the teaching profession, only to aban- | 
don it at a convenient opportunity to/ 
take up the study of-law. The fact | 
is that he had inherited from his fath-} 
er a strong taste for intellectual@pur- 
suits. The prosaic life of the farmer 
did not appeal to him, eren though 
* the Annapolis valicy is as the garden 
of the gods and farming’ there is as 
attractive as fertility of soll and beau- 
ty of landscape can make it. He went 
to school at Acadia Villa Academy, 
Horton, and those who kaov say that 
he was an apt and diligent student, 
displayicg even then a disposition to 
master thoroughly each subject which 
entered into his course of study. That 
disposition has characterized him in 
later life, As Prime Minister he givés | 
to each of the multifarious matters 
with which he {s called upon to deal, | 
an attention so searching as to give 
him ‘a-complete mastery of all its de-| 
tails, This has been demonstrated a: 
thousand times and is a standing won-! 
der {In the Civil Service. Deputations 
of well-meaning persons have found it 
out to thelr sorrow when coming be- 
fore the Government with half-baked 
proposals, 

Called to the Bar in 1878 

Having learned all there was at 
Horton, Robert. Borden became os 
teacher. He went to New Jersey and 
spent several years there as profes- 
sor in the Glenwood Institute. His 
expatriation was, however, not for 
long. It fs probable that he Intended 
from the beginning to return to his 
native province and. country, In any 
event that was his purpose during the 
later years of his stay at the -Glen- 
wood Institute, and we find him com- 
ing back to Canada and taking up the 
study of law. He was called to the 
bar of Nova Scotia in 1878. 

It may be said of 8‘: Robert Borden 
as truly as lt can be sald of anybody 
that he has succeeded wherever he 
has tried. He has succeeded bril- 
llantly, and always by falr means. 
There is no record in print or memory 
ot his ‘having ever ‘profited deilber- 
ately at another's expense, of his util- 
fzing a questionable advantage. In 
every battle of bis life, and they-have 
been many, he has fought a clean, 
straightforward fight. 

He was the foremost counsel in 
Nova Scotia before he ever thought 
of entering political life. While still 
® young man he was at the head of 
his profession. In his career at the! 
bar he proapered, and yet he did more; 
for his clients than for himself, It. 
is recalled of him in those days that j 
he refused & retainer from the Do-! 
minion Government in order to pro-| 
tect. the interest of a much humbdler| 
client in a lawsuit which, had he acted | 
for the government, would aie|

Doubtless the conscriptionists sincere- 
oly feel that compulsion is necessary to 
end the war; but the rolunteeriats, 
who are still in a majority in the cab- 
inet, are equally convinced that the 
abandonment of our present system, 
beforo it hasbeen tried to the utmost, 
would not strengthen but weaken our 
arms. 

“The trath is that, though there is 
t : urgent need for a larger flow of re- 
eruits, men are still: coming in fast 
enough to supply all the requirements 
of our present armies in the field, but 
Lord Kitchener, as in duty bound, 
looks abead, and in order to maintain 
in the fiold for the whole of next year 
the seventy divisions which the. war 
secretary estimates to be necessary, 
the present rate at which recruits are 
coming in will need to be doubled. 

: “In the next four months Lord 
Kitchener will want in round numbers 
80,000 men. A weekly flow of 30,000 
men for the infantry is needed, with 
a result of a cabinct decision, but on 
as the Army Service Corps and tho 
Royal Army Medical Corps, branches 
of the army into which men abore 
the present military age can be draft- 
ed. 

-“The National Register has rerealed 
tho existence of 1,900,000 ‘unstarred’ 
tien of military age (meaning by un- 
starred men those not engaged on 
munitions, in productive industries, 
and on railways, for the railway ser- 
vice, though not a productive employ- 
ment, has already yielded all the men 

vf military age who can be spared). 

This total of 1,900,000 includes a con- 

siderable percentage of men who have 

been already rejected for the army on 
account of physical disabilities. The 
number of men really available for the 
army docs not exceed 1,250,000. We

You speak of the attitude of Japan 
towards China. I much fear that 
trouble will arise there unless the pre- 
vent war tesches our Japanese 
friends the futility of these struggles 
for preeminence and the evils of a 
supercilious view of others. It is in- 
deed expedient that xe should not 
think “‘too highly of ourselves.” And 
I feel that Japan under German war 
tuition, and under British philosophic 
tuition (to wit, Spencer, Darwin, ctc-) 
is exposed to much temptatioy by the 
spectacle of that vast Chinese Empire, 
lying prone, a possible prey to every 
covetous Statesman; for the just are 
preyed upon by the unjust, the weak 
by the strong, unless there be the 
moral safeguards, and their corollary, 
the material power to exact justice. 
We may be gure that in the long ruu 
they will not be separated, though we 
may have to wait. One striking ‘simi- 
larity between the Germans and the 
Japanese is the almost exaggerated 
patriotism of both, tending to a too 
unquestioning acquiescence in the dic- 
tatorship of the ruling class. But again 
how different is the benring of the 
one to thate of the other in the treat- 
ment of prisoners.

Thek and Thin Shells. 

There are several kinds of high .cx- 
plosive shells, which have been dosigu- 
ed for various purposes, For Instance, 
there are the shells the case of which 
is very thin, so that thelr capacity for 
coutalning explosive may be lucreased. 
These explode instantly nt the slightest 
contact and are used ag mines, or, in 
other words, they cause damage -not 
by the impact of their mass but by the 
Gerceness of the explosion, Another 
kind of explosive shell is made by In- 
creasing the thickness of the steel case 
and reducing the charge of cxplosire, 
The explosion of this missile ts calcu- 
lated to take place a little after con- 
tact. This type is used for the destruc- 
tion of solid defenses, like walls, earth- 
en works, etc., as the thickness of the 
case nnd the slowness of explosion per- 
mit them to penetrate the fnbric before 
exploding.—London Standart.

SYNOPSIS OF COAL 
MINING: REGULATIONS 


Coal mining rights of the Dominion, {n 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. the 
Yukon Territory. the North-West Terri. 
tories and in a portion of the Prori of 
British Columbia, may be leased for a 
term of twenty-one years at an ani y 
rental of $1 an acre. Not more than 
acres will: be leased to one applicant. 

Applications for a lease must be made 
by the applicant in person to the Agent 
or Sul-Agent of the district in which the 
rights applied for are situated. 

in surveyed territory the land must be 
described by sections or Irgal sub-diris 
fons of sections, and in unsurveyed terri- 
tory the tract appiied-for shall be staked 
by the applicant himself. 

Each application must ve accompanied 
by a fco of 85 which will be refunded if 
the rights appliea for are not available, 
but not’ otherwise. ~A royalty shall be 
paid on the merchantable output of the 
mine at the rate of fire cents per tor. 

The person operating the mine shall fur- 
nish the Agent\-with sworn returns ac- 
counting for the ful) HOanENy. of mer- 
chantable’coal mined and pay the royalty 
thereon. Hf the coal mining rights are 
pot being opera’ such returna should 
be furnished at Teast once a year. 

The lease will include the coal mining 
tights unly but the leseee may be per 
mitred tv purehase whatever armiable 
wirface his may be considered neces 
sary for the working of the mine at the

| We see the earthly experiences of 

Jesus and their signiticance shown in 
+ the types of the Jewish Law. For In- 
stance, every high priest, before he 
could enter the Most Holy of the Tab- 
ernacle on the Day of Atonement, 
must first offer a sacrifice of a bul- 
lock, must take its blood into the 
Holy and offer incense at the Golden 
Altar in the Holy—representing in 
type the perfection of Jesua’ human 
pature being consumed as a sacrifice. 
Then, after he bad offered the {n- 
cense, after its perfume bad preceded 
him inte the Most Holy_ and had 
rested as a cloud above the Mercy- 
S*at, the high priest would pass 
under the second vell into the Most 
Holy—the vell representing death it- 
self. 

If the high priest did not fulfl to 
the letter every requirement of the 
Divine Law, be woul die as he pass- 
ed under this yell, That priest was a 
type of the Lord Jesus Christ; and 
the figure showed that Jesus would 
have perished If He had.not fulfilled 
to the letter every requirement which 
the Fatber made.

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The compilation of the -National 
Register in-Great Britain bas gjven 
renewed impstus to the rumor that 
“conscription is coming’ *in the Old 
Country... In some quarters, too, It is 
stated that it Is coming In Canada, 

In Great Britafn, there Is no legal 
lability to military service at all. A 
measure’ imposing “such —Mnability 
would have to be enacted by Parlia- 
nient were compulsory military ser- 
vice to become the rule. 4; 
in Canadg,"on the other nd 
there wotfld’ be’no necessity for-Pai 
lament to enact any fresh legislation 
at all, should’* compulsory military 
service be deemed expedient by the 
Government of the day. For the 
legal Mability to military, service, al- 
ready exists in this country. It was 
imposed ;by the Militia Act. 

Section 10 of that Act provides 
that “all the male Inhabitants of 
Canada, of the age of elghtcen years 
and upwards, and under’ sixty, not 
exempt or disqualified by law, and 
being Dritish subjects, shall be liable, 
to service fm the Militia.” And “‘ser- 
vicq In the Militia’ does not merely 
mean service in Canada alone. For 
section 69 of the same Act further 
provides that ‘‘the Governor in Coun- 
cll may place the Militia, of any: part 
thereof, on active service anywhere 
jn Canada, and also beyond Canada, 
for the defence thereof, at any time 
when it appears advisable so to do, by 
reason of emergency.”

Canada is being 
defended In France and Flanders 
against Germeny, a formidable mari- 
time) as well as the most formidable 
milltary power, as surely as-though 
the German feet wére bombarding 
Canadian coasts. ba 

Moreover, not merely the male in- 
habitants of Canada between the 
ages of cighteen and, sixty years, but 
all the male Inhabitants of whatever 
age, are Hablo to military service, on 
the requisition of the Governor-Gen- 
eral in the case of what is known as 
a levee en masse.” The expression, 
a “levee en masse” means the taking 
up of arms by the people, to resist 
invading troops.

WHITE, WENE VINEGAR. 


Bulletin Says a Great Deal of | It 
Isn't Wine Vinegar at All, 
Inland revenue bulletin No. 313 
contains admonitory warnings to 
vinegar manufacturers and merch- 
ants regarding the practice of desig- 
nating certdin vinegars “white wine” 
when they are not the product of fer- 
mented wince, Vinegar is dilute ace- 
tic actd; obtained by the fermentation 
or oxidation of wine, beer, cider, or 
other, alcoholic liquid, Malt mashes 
}and fermented . fruit or. raspberry 
Juices can also be used to produce the 
acid result called vinegar, While the 
pure acetic acid diluted has the 
quality of sourness, it lacks the spe- 
celal Gavora imparted by the various 
substances used in vinegar produc- 
ton. - 
The process of vinegar-making is, 
in brief, the conversion of alcohol 
into acetle acid. Vinegar can = be 
inade'from distilled spirits diluted to 
the required pitch for the fermenta- 
tion tbat effects tho required chutige. 
The practice bas long Veen establish- 
ed of designating this product “white 
wine vinegar.” The latest analysis 
shows that 47 out of 70 malt vinegurs 
and 22 out of 28 cider vinegars were 
true to name, bul that 41 out of 47 
sold as white wine vinegars were not 
wine vinegars at all, It fa rut the 
policy of the department to prosecute 
infractions of the Jaw which do not 
resultin injury to health until a year 
has elapsed after the publication of 
statement showing the prevalence of 
improper labeling. The notification 
has gone forth that In future vinegar 
must be named and represented in 
accordance with the substances from 
which it Is produced,

This undertaking was notable for 
several reasons,” No other modern 
boundary demarcation has extended 
into such bigh latitudes, and few 
boundaries of equal length any- 
where in the world, are so straight, 
The line follows the meridian with- 
out the slightest deviation, Degardless 
of mountains, swamps, and’forests. 
Wherever the bdundary passes 
through timber and ‘brush a 20ft, 
clearing has been made, Monuments 
have been set up along the entire 
line, at points visible from each 
other, generally at distances of th 

or four miles. At important points 
these’monumsnts are Sft. shafts of 
aluminium bronze, weighing 300I., 
act In 2,000I. of concrete.

Toro.:to has paid insurance ¢laims 
on 176 dead‘ Toronto soldiers, There 
are thirty more claims which have 
not yet been paid, a total of 206. 

The city will, therefore, bave paid 
out very soon $206,000 in insurance. 

In insurance premiums to the var-

SYNOPSIS OF COAL 
MINING REGULATIONS 


Coal mining rights of the Dominion, in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, the 


Yukon Territory, the Notth-West Terri- 
tories and in a portion of the Province of 
British Columbia, may be .leased for a 
term of twenty-one years at an annual 
rental of-$1 an acre. Not more than 2.560 
acres will be leased to one applicant. 
Applications for a lease must be made 
by the applicant in person to the Agent 


or Bus-Agent of the district in which the 
rights applied for are situated. 


o qurseyed territory the land must be 
described by sections or legal sub-divis 
fons of sections, and in unsurseyed terri.

by the applicant himself, 


Each application’ must bé ‘accompanied 
y 2 fee of $5 which will be refunded if 
rights applica for are not hrailable, 
but not. otherwise. A royalty aball be 
paid on the merchantable output of the 
mine at the rate of five cents per tor. 

The person operating the mine shall fur- 
nish the Agent with sworn returns ac- 
counting for the ful quantity of mer- 
ehantable coal mined snd pay the royalty 
thereon. If the coal mining rights are 
not being operated, such returns should 
-be furnished at least once a year. 
e leave will include the coal mining 
tights only but. the lessee may be per 

itted iv purehase whatever arm ‘able 
aurfaco riphta may be considered neces 
sary for the working of the mine at the 
rate of £10.00 an acre. *

Expert Renders Favorable Report on 
Keewatin Territory. aah, 

Mr, Percy, Hopkins, the gedlogical 
expert gent by the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Mines to Kowkash to’ make 
‘a preliminary examination of the re- 
‘cent gold discovery in that atea, has 
reported to Mr. T. W, Gibson, uty 
Minister. He states that) Mr. E. W. 
King Dodds ‘made his spectacular 
gold discovery on August 21 by walk- 
ing over the rocky hill below Howard 
Falls, which tid been burned clean 
of moss and trees on the previous 
day. _ The news of the very specta- 
cular ore caused a rush of about 400 
prospectors to the neighborhood, and 
ahout 75 to 100 claims were staked 
within three weeks, 

“In the Kowkash area,"’ the report 
says, ‘‘is a belt of Keewatin rocks 10 
to 15 miles wide, and extending from 
the north end of O'Sullivan (or Sese- 
kenaga) Lake in’a southwest direc- 
tlon through Howard Falls and 
across the @elght of land at Red- 
mond.

Remarkable Way of Dealing With 


the Liquor Question Adopted 
in Sweden: 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 30.—(Corrcs- 
pondence of The Associated Press.)— 
Although nothing s0 drastic as the 
prohibition measures of Russia has 
been attempted in Sweden; there has 
been,.since the beginning of the war, 
a steady and systematic curtailment 


in the sale of liquor, which is approv- | g 


ingly regarded -by temperance advo- 
cates as a decided step toward abso- 
lute probibition. The ‘Stockholm 


system’’ of allowing each citizen only] ¢h, 


a fixed quantity of spirituous drink, 
which was put in practice just after 
the war started, has now been extend. 
ed to thirty-one of the hundred dis- 
tricts in Sweden, and according to 8 
Government order recently issued, 
will, after January 1, 1916, apply to 
the whole of 8weden. 

The system which 35 now in opera- 
tion, was devised by Dr. Ivan Bratt 
at the beginning of the war. It allow- 
ed every citizen in geod standing to 
buy one litre and no more of spiritu- 
ous liquor every five days. To make 
this plan feasible, each person was 

provided with a small book resemb- 
ling a commutation railroad ticket. 
from which a coupbn was torn every 
time the consumer bought his litre of 
whisky, brandy, cognec, punch, 
schnapps, or whatever kind of alco- 
holic beverage’ jhe fancied. At the 
same time, his book was stamped with 
the date of the purchase, Without 
showing his book, no citizen of Stock- 
holm has the remotest chance of ob- 
taining a bottle of liquor anywhere in 
the city. The regulation ir rigidly en- 
forced. 

It is true that in some casés, how- 
ever, exceptions are made. It one 
can persuade the authorities thet on 
account of his social position and the 
demands of constant entertainment 


one litre every five days is totally in- 


adequate, and if the authorities are 


convinced that such a percon can. be 
trusted with 
abusing the privilege conferred upon 
him, he may then obtain a special li- 


more liquor without 


cense to purchase two, three or n‘ore 
litres, according to the circumstances.

These enormous flocks now exist 
only in memory; scarcely a dozen in- 
dividual birds have been seen in the 
last dozen years. The cause of their 
isappearance is not far to seek. The 
Eskimo curlew was undisturbed by 
human foes during the whole of its 
summer sojourn in the Arctic, and 
anly a small percentage were shot on 
@ Labrador coast; but after arriy- 
ing In Argentina in the middle of 
September, for a five months’ stay, 
the birds scattered over the pampas 
and were continually a mark for hun- 
gry sportsmen. 

Especially aince 1880, with its win- 
ter home fin Argentina changed to a 
great wheat field, and its favorite 
prairie sod in our west converted Into 
thickly populated farm lands, no 
chance for Hfe has been left to the 
turlew. 





The Heasian Fly in the West. 

The Hessian fly is well-known to 
farmers as a serious pest of cereal 
crops; during the present season it 
has caused the loss of millions of 
bushels In the United States. In 
Western Canada its depredations for- 
tunately have not attained the extent 
experienced in other regious of the 
continent, and In order to be able to 
advise the farmers in the Western 
Provinces, the Entomological Branch 
of the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture bave investigated this in- 
sect. The results of this investiga- 
Yon, which was conducted by Mr. 
Norman Criddle for several years, 
have now been published by the De- 
partment in Entomological Bulletin 
No. 11, in order to enable farmers to 
Tecognize the Injury of the Insect In 
its incipient stages, and, being thus 
forewarned, they will be in a position 
to prevent losses that are ilable to 
occur where the insect is present, as 
control methods are also described. 
Ia addition, the Western wheat stem 
maggot has been studied and de- 
scribed. This is a native insect that 
ois turned its attention from native 
to cultivated :rasses, on which it can 
become a serious pest. Its habits, 
life-history, and the means of control 
nre fully described in the same bulle- 
lin, which is entitled “The Hessian 
Fly and the Western Wheat Stem 
Sawfly in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta.” 


A Remarkable Boundary, 

The demarcation of the Alaska- 
Canada boundary from the St. Elias 
range straight north along the 141ist 
meridian to the Arctic Ocean has 
been in progress since 1907, and is 
Teported to have just been com- 
pleted. 

This undertaking was notable for 
several reasons. No other modern 
boundary demarcation haa extended 
into such high latitudes, and few 
boundaries of equal length any- 
where in‘ the world, are so straight. 
The line follows the meridian with- 
out the slightest deviation, regardless 
ie mountains, swamps, and forests. 

Wherever the boundary passes 
| through timber and brush a 20ft. 
clearing has been made. Monuments 
have been set up along the entire 
line, at points visible from each 
other, generally at distances of three 
or four miles. At important points 
these monuments are Sft. shafts of 
aluminium bronze, weighing 300I., 
set in 2,000Ib. of concrete. The 
boundary is 600 miles long, and is 
marked by about 200 monuments.

Suggestions About Planning Work 
to Avoid Drudgery.

The Principles “Don't Dawdle” and 
“Let Your Head Save Your Heels” 
Applied to Housework «Establishes 
Routine Without Lessening Comfort. 


How best to arrange one's work that 
the minimum of time and strength may 
produce the maximum of comfort Is a 
prublem solvable only by system. All 
work becomes much easler if it follows 
@ routine enabling one to turn from 
duty to duty without stopping to think 
what comes next or how to do it. The 
two rules of the old New England 
housekeeper who thought of little else 
but housckeeping are ns good today as 
they were fifty years ago—“Don't daw- 
dle,” “Let your head save your heels.” 

Certain tasks must bo done every 
day. Meals must be prepared, dishes 
washed, dusting done, beds made, and 
so on. By golng about these always in 
the same order they witt soon be dls- 
patched, and then there is time for the 
;special task assigned to that day. 

Breakfast should be a simple meal, and 
any housekeeper witha gas store 
should hare it ready in half an hour; 
with otber fucl more tlme must be 
given. ‘ 

Each member of the family leaves 
beds airing when he or she goes to 
breakfast. When the meal js eaten 
sfood is set away, dishes are piled for 
wasbing, set into the pan with hot wa- 
ter over them to walt until ,frogt of 
house is in order. 

Dally sofa pillows aro shaken, pol- 
ished floors dusted with a dry mop, 
carpet sweeper run over rugs, Onger 
marks wiped from doors and the furat- 
ture and floor boards wiped superficial. 
ly. The thorough cleaning comes on 
its appointed day. Less than ten min- 
utes given regularly to a room will 
keep it neat. 

The hall should be early attended to, 
and if one bas time it is well to do It 
before breakfast. The order of work 
should be hall, iring room, upstairs, 
dining room, kitchen. It wijl not take 
over an hour for all to the kitcben if it 
goes steadily on and one Joses no steps 
or motions, 

There is an old prejudice in favor of 
Monday as wash day, but the house- 
keeper who will devote Monday to 
cleaning up the extra, confusion from 
Sunday, when erery one is at honie, 
will find herself in better trim at the 
end of the wees. 

As she goes through the rooms she 
collects articles for the wasb, taking 
out stnins, taking the stitch or two 
that will be ten if left untaken. Then 
she sorts the clothes for the wash and 
puts them to soak, the very solled by 
themselves. 

Tuesday she draws the dirty water 
from the tubs first of all and replaces 
it with clean, soapy, hot.water. Gen 
erally she rises 2 Httle carller to get 
things well started. Sbe hangs her 
clothes to dry smoothly and puts things 
of the same kind together. She folds 
them as she‘takes them from the linc. 
Wednesday she irons, and as she docs 
she puts on the same rod of the clothes 
horse nll the things that need a atitch; 
sbe sorts as she trons. 

Thursday is reserved for any odd 
fobs about the house like cleaning sil- 
ver, mirrors, globes, windows, fnish- 
ing the left over froning, if any, taking 
the stitches necded for hoslery or other 
things and putting away the clothes 
from the Jaundry. Friday Is n genuine 
cleaning day. 

Saturday is a day of preparation for 
the Sunday, which in many families fe 
the Lardest day of the week. ‘The wise 
housekeeper plans for her rest on that 
day. Sbe prepares ler soup, roast, des- 
sert, on Saturday; the vegetable Is 2 
salad or something quickly cooked; the 
roast may be finished op Sunday, but 
should be partly cooked the day before.

A Scarcity of Labor Predicted by! 


» ‘the Government at Ottawa 


OTTAWA, Oct. () 22—"The Minister of 
Labor, Hon, T. W. Crothers, predicts 
a scarcity of labor during the coming 
winter. He states that dig employers 
of labor. during the winter months, 
including the lumber companies, are 
now looking for men and having a 
hard time securing them. An appeal 
has been made to bring east the men 
who went west for the’harvest. It is 
not likely, however, that such arsis- 
tance will be granted. 

Local Ottawa’ lumbermen and lum- 
bermen from New Brunswick are sp- 
pealing for men for the winter camps: 
Last winter the camps had no trouble 
getting men at low wages. This win- 
ter it is hard to get them at any 
price. Mr. Crothers has been asked 
to assist in suppyling 1,000 men for 
a new pulp company to be estabiish- 
ed on, the National Transcontinental 
Railway west of Cochrane. 

+ The Minister states that a new Sys- 

_ tem will have to be inaugurated by 
the lumber interests if they are to re- 
ceive any assistance in securing men. 
The system by which the men are 
compelled to board themselves and to 
make their purchases from the com- 
panies’ stores, he says, must be 
abolished. It has frequently been 
found, the Minister. claims, that at 
the end of the season the men are in 
debt to the particular company by 
which they were exiployed. The com- 
panies, he says, must board the men 
and pay them their wages at the end 
of the month. AL, 

} “The suggestion thas been made by 
some of the influential lumbermen 
thet aliens in internment camps 
should be released and put to work 
in the lumber camps. This will not 
be considered unless the lumbermen 
ean show that they have done every- 
thing poasible to secure labor at rea- 
sonable wh¥és and Nave failed. 

“There should be, no lack of em- 
ployment in the country this winter,” 
says the Minister “In fact; there is 
every possibility of some scarcity of 
labor.”’

Then I left to con- 
valesce outside Neuilly; there again 
bombs fell, and two nurses were killed. 
I came over to London and the second 
night I was there, we had the big raid. 
In desperation I came here, where they 
scarcely scom to realize there is a war 
yet. It is a horrible sensation being 
bombarded, such a noise and confusion 
in the streets, fires starting from rari- 
ous places and the ghastly uncertainty 
of where the next bomb will drop adds 
to'the horror of it all. 

“T was staying with an uncle who is 
qnite an invalid. We made prepar- 
ations to carry him into the cellar, but 
he would not go, preferred to die in 
bed, he said, so we all just remained 
together. A little boy in the American 
Hospital in Paris has had forty oper- 
ations, the result of being hit by a 
boml# tast sear, when his mother and 
sister both ‘perished. 

“The courage and bravado of the 
people is amazing. You hear jokes 
about it next day and crowds flock to 
see the damage done; asa bus con- 
ductor remarked, ‘You. might think it 
was a bloomin’ cirens.’ Very few 

people left London on account of the 
raid and business covlinues as usual. 

“J am not allowed to work again un- 
til the end of October, s0 am occupring 
myself with the wants of our eighteen 
hospitals, The money sent T am 
spending in France for. qur French sol-

THE ORIGINAL CANAL. 

The. origifial Welland Canal was 
“completed in 1829, the first sod having 
been turned five years previous, in 
, 3824. The project, as first laid out, 
was to uso the Twelve-Mile Creek from 
Port ; Dalhousie, connecting with the 
Walland River at Port Robinson, and 
entering the Nisgara— River \ abore 
Chippewa. This-plan-was actually 
carried out, but it-was soon found 
“that the heary current of the Nisgara 
pret made it unsafe for navigation,

The first canal was not a fnancial 
| success, vand in 1841 was taken over by 
‘the’ Government of Upper Canada. 
From that date until 1881 additions 
and alterations were made, the pres- 
ent canal now in operation, being com- 
pleted that year. It has 25 locks, each 
370 feet long, with 14 feet of’ water 

* on the sills. 


WEEK'S TRIP I IN CANAL, 

Many an ‘interesting story is told of 
the “'good old days’? of the first Wel- 
land Canal. Although only 25 miles 
had to be traversed, vessels were often 
8 whole week passing ~ through ’ from 
Lake Erie to Lake Ontario. At each 
of ‘the locks a tavern was established, 
and the trip through the canal was of- 
ten a series of debauches. / iNensele 
would be tied up, and the creme repair 
to the hospitality of the ‘taverm: to 
“make a night of it.’’ 

Steam was little used in those carly 
days, and the trip through was ac- 
complished by means of horses walk- 
ing along the tow path. Mefore en- 
tering the canal the “bowsprits had to 
be “'triced up,’ and additions attached 
to the rudders to make steering easier. 
This work alone generally took a day. 
Altogether the passage of the old 
Welland Canal was no light undertak- 
ing. 





FIGURES COMPARED. 
Comparing the waterway now under 


. construction with the old canal, is like, 


comparing a giant with a pigmy. In- 
stead of locks 270 feet long, as at prea- 
ent, the new locks will have a length 
of 800 feet. Instead of being 25 feet 
wide, the new locks will hare a width 
of 80 feet, while the fourteen feet of 
water over the sills of the old locks will 
be replaced by 30 feet in the new. The 
bottom width of the canal itself will 
be 200 feet ,the width at the water- 
line being increased to 310 feet. The 
depth will be 25 feet, or five feet less 
than the locks. This may be increased 
when required by dredging. The lift 
of the locks on the Welland Canal will 
be 46.5 feet, which is considerably 
greaterthan that of the locks of the 
Panama Canal, although. the locks 
themselves are shorter than their 
American rival. There will be seven

The principle of the canal lock is 
simple. The lock itself forms a “step” 
connecting two scctions of tho canal, 
ono of a higher leret than tho other. 
At each end of the lock is a gate, or 
pair of water-tight gates. A veascl as- 
cending the canal enters through the 
lower gate, which is closed. Water is 
then let into the lock from the upper 
reach until it has lifted the vessel to 
the top of the “‘step.’ The upper 
gates are then opened, and the ressel 
proceeds along the new section to the 
next lock. 





SIZE OF THE LOCKS. 
A few figures will give some idea’ of 


bs work and material necessary in 


the construction of one .of the huge 
locks on the Welland Canal. 

The total height of the walls, from 
the rock bottom, will be 8534 feet. The 
walls will be 900 feet. long, although 
only 800 feet will be available for res- 
sel, accommodation. They will be 46 
feet thick. The gates will be caneet 
of structural steel, 85 feet high, 90 
feet long, and 10 feet thick, provid- 
ing ample room for an automobile to 
cross over, and still leave a passage 
for pedestrians. They will weigh 1,- 
100 tons, as compared with 750 tons, 
the weight of the largest gate on the 
Panama Canal. 

They will not sit squarely across 
the lock, but will slant inte the 
opposite wall, an ingenious arrange- 
ment of water chambers forming an 
hydraulic cushion to absorb the jar. 
The submerged portion of the ate 
will serve as a ‘‘floating chamber" and 
will relieve the pivot of much of the 
weight, although the pin is designed 
to carry the entire weight of the gate 
hanging freely in the air. 

FILLING THE CULVERTS. 

An interesting feature of the locks 
will be the manner in which they will 
be filled and emptied. Down tho 
middle of each wall, at the base, runs 
a hugh tunnel or filling-culvert. This 
culvert is 14 feet wide, 16.6 feet high, 

and 900 feet long. A railway train 
could run through it without diffcul- 
ty. At regular intervals passajes- or 
tunnels connect these culverts with 
the interior of the lock. 

When designing the canal it was 
found that the quantity of ‘water need- 
ed to fill the locks would be so great 
that if it were allowed to fow in from 
the upper reaches, a current would be 
created which would be very unde- 
sirable. Huge ponds or small lakes 
are therefore being constructed. 

Some idea of the volume of wat 
which will flow through the filling cul- 
verts in the eight minutes required to 
fill a lock, may be gathered from the 
foet that the “drop” in the level of 
these ponds will be one foot, calcu- 
lated on an area of 76 acres. 

In the construction of each of the 
locks some 225,000 yards of concrete 
will_be required. As an_ ordinary 
freight car carries about 40 yards, each 
lock will require over 5,600 carloads 
of material. In addition thero will bé 
thousands of tons of steel for the re- 
inforcing. 


‘ROCK EXCAVATIONS, 

“The estimated cost of the entire work 
is placed: at $50,000,000. This seems 

a large amount until the magnitude of 
the Project is’ sppreciated.. For ex- 
ample, Section 3, only 2.08 miles in 
length, is expected to cost $10,220,665, 
or over $5,000,600 a mile. 

But in this section there are three 
wstwin locks’ and one single lock, the 
excavations for which are being hewn 
out of the solid rock. |“ 

The lower guard-gate is also situ- 

ated in this section.” Another heavy 
item of expense has been the purchase 
of the right-of-way, the new section of 
the canal running throngh fertile or- 
chards and vineyards. 

Tn connection with the ‘tock section 
of the canal, a big «stonecrushing 
plant has been erected. It is one of 
the most interesting sights of the 
whole work to see the huge boulders 
slide from the cars into the hopper to 
be slowly crushed to small pieces by the 
60 ton crusher. The stone, when 
crushed fine enough, is carried to dif- 
forent sections, to be Reed in the con- 
creting. 

Naturally one of the big ‘problems 4 
the work ix the exchvation, and the 
disposal of tho rock and earth taken 




















out. A careful estimate places the 
amount of carth at 40,000,000 cubic 
Yards, and of stone at 6,000,000,000 
cubic yards. One method of dispos- | 
ing of the earth hax been the con- 
struction of the harbor at Port Weller. 
Tho lake at this point is quite shal- 
low, and in order to obtain a depth of 
30 foct, the breakwaters on tho sidcs 
of the artificial harbor must run out 
one and one-half miles. Piles have 
been ‘driven in, trestles constructed, 





























and a line of railway run on top for 
the use of the dump cars. At present 
the westerly breakwater is within a 
few hundred feet of completion, 






the casterly wall is also well advanced. 
At tho ends of these walls rug rein- 
forced concrete cribs are being sunk. 
These criba are ‘floated into place, 
sunk, and filled with rock. Each crib 
weighs 2,000 tons, and 55 will be in 
position when the work is completed. 
The magnificent harbor thus formed 
will be large enough to accommodate 
any amount of shipping. The carth 
sides of the breakwater will be rip- 
rapped with stone.

A SANTA CLAUS TO 


BOYS AT THE FRONT 


OTTAWA, Oct. 27.—A Canadian 
Amazon in full warlike regalia, lack- 
ing only spurs and sword, burst in 
full radiance into the presence of 
Major-General Sir Sam Hughes this 
morning. fhe clicked her heels to- 
gether and gare a military salute to 
Canada’s\ war lord. ‘That’ intrepid sol- 
dier has coolly faced death in many 
forms, but he let out a few explosives 
of surprised remonstrance at the un- 
expected trappings of a new type of 
militant Canadianess. She “was garb. 
ed in what looked like the uniform of. 
an honorary Majoriencral of the Im. 
perial Order of Daughters of the Em- 
pire. She was in full khaki, with a 
Stetson hat} military-looking boots, 
and a Sam Brown belt topping it all 
off, Ss . 

After some characteristic Sic-Sam- 
like observations about the character 

‘of her military headwear, the Major- 
‘General recovered his Ministerial poise 
and inquired as to lady's mission. It 
Was -not as warlike as her garb. She 
wanted the imprimatur of the Minister 
on a proposal to raise a fund of $20,- 
000 for Christmas gifts to soldiers at 
the front and to provide them with 
needed comforts. She said she had al- 
ready raised $1,600 in a lecturing tour 
under the auspices of the Daughters of 
the Empire and other organizations. 
Sir Sam said the object was a worthy 
one, and the department would assist 
in every feasible way. The lady then 
departed with Sir Sam's ‘blessing. 

She was Mra. Julia W. Henshaw, of 
Vancouver, a well-known public speak- 
er, and a prominent member of the 
1.0.D.E. She is an honorary ‘lieuten- 
ant in the Canadian militia.

TOMORROW'S APPEAL. 


{Tomorrow will decide the part 
which Belleville will play in the ap- 
peal which has been made to— the 
Dominion on behalf of the British 
Red Cross. That it will be a gener- 
ous response we have no doubt. 
“Like other parts of the Empire 
Belleville has met ‘the demands 
made upon it with patriotic fidelity. 
But its financial resources and its 
spirit of loyalty are by no means 
fied up; and weare convinced that 
this’ special appeal, made on behalf 
of'a worthy cause, will be met in a 
‘manner which, will redound to the 
crédit of the city. It-is true we are 
behind other towns in Ontario; but 
that should inspire us with the de- 
sire to show that it was not through 
want of loyalty to the Flag, or 
through Jack of sympathy for the 
object. 

At the public meeting held last 
Monday, to consider the best means 
of raising an amount which svould 
be creditable to the city, the Mayor 
gallantly took the blame {upon him- 
self for not calling a meeting be- 
fore. He frankly admittedthat it 
was, becutise-he “Was not conversant 
With thosé matters. And as there 
Were xentlemen present who were, 
ridt one of whom had prompted the 
‘Mayor as to the course which should

without any comment. ‘The meeting | t 
took a practical view of the situa- 
tion, and adopted the very best 
course which could have been fol- 
jow.

The Italian soldiers assert with 

pride that they are now reaping the 
benefit of a syatematic destruction of 
the Austrian observatory points on the 
mountain peaks, mastered after flerce 
{struggles during the past months, and 
{the lack of which,they say, has geatly 
deceased the accuracy of the aini of 
the Austrians, The men say that six 
months of warfare has enabled them 
to understand the tricks of their op- 
ponents. 
When the Italian artillery prepared 
the-way for an infantry attack on the 
entrenchments, the soldiers . declare, 
the Austrians would retire. When the 
artillery ceased firing with the pur 
pose of allowing infantry to cover the 
gound between the opposing positions 
he Austrians would reoccupy their 
entrenchments. with double forces. 
When finally the Italians ‘discovered 
these tactics they adopted a ruse to 
catch the Austrians, 

After the artillery had ceased firing, 
the Italians, according to the soldiers, 
permitted an interval of time to elapse, 
suMficient for the Austrians to return 
thelr trenches, Then they reopen- 
ed fire with their artillery, and later 
charged, and when the Infantry reach- 
ed the trenches they were literally filll- 
ed with the bodies of dead Austrians, 

“We are now solidly in possession 
of trenches and positions like Cima 
Fredda, the hinge of the formidable 
triangular defence of Tolmino, which 
the enenty seemed determined to hold |: 
at any: coat.” said. an officer today. 
“In the flerce struggie in the neigh- 
borhood of Goritz, where the Austri- 
ans had concentrated large relnforce- 
ments, the Austrians were finally re- 
pulsed. As they retreated the Aus- 
trians set fire to a long tract of coun- 
try, making a wall of fire to” prptect 
them from the pursuing Italians.”

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What the Late William. P. Frye 
Thought of Great Britain 


‘In connection «with the anvounce- 
ment from Washington thet the sink. 
ing of William P. Frye, is to be xet- 
tled with Germany on a cash basia at 
is interesting to recali the fact, little 
known, that the now famous ship got 
her name from the late United States 
Senator, William, P.” Frye, who’ re 
preschled Maine for thirty years. 
Senator Frye paid one of the most 
notable tributes to Great Britain that 
has ever been made by a repfesénte- 
tive of a foreign power. An extract 
from that speech js well worth re- 
peating at this time: 

“This little incident, with which 
you are familiar, is a marvellous il- 
lustration of the pfotettion which 
Great Britain gives to her subjects. 
The King of Abyssinia took a British 
subject named Cameron in 1867 and 
carried him up to the fortress of Mag- 
dala, upon the “heights of a rocky 
mountain, and put him into a dun- 
geon. It took over six months for the 
British to find this out, Then Great 
Britain demanded his immediate re- 
lease, which King Theodore refused. 
In lexs*than ten days after his refus- 
al was received 16,000 British soldiers, 
Including 5,000 Sepoys, were on board 
ships of war sailing down the coasts. 
They disembarked, marched — across 
the terrible country, a distance of 
400 miles, under a burning sun, up to} 
the mountains, up to the very heights 
in front of the towering dutgecn| 
then gave battle, battered down the 
ftoh gates in, the stone wall, reached 
doxn into the dungeon and lifted out 
that one British subject. Then they 
carried hini down the mountains, 
acros, the land, put him on board 
ship,-and-sped him to his &n coun- 
try in safety. \That: cost Freat Bri- 
fain $25,000,000 arm) made General Na- 
plier Lord Napier of Magdala.

Canada Now Producing Drugs Which 
Used to Como From Germany, 


What Is picric acid? . It is the 
high explosive that’ Is blowing the 
Gormans out of their trenches in the 
grand drive., Picric acid ‘is made 
{rom carbolls’ acid, and as carbolic 
acid is scarce since the war, it is now 
belong made artifclaily in Toronto. 
Dr. Boswell and Mr.:L. J. Rogers of 
the Chemical*Department of the Ual- 
versity of Toronto have been co-op- 
erating with Mr. P. J. Mills for the 
purpose of working out conditions 
for the synthetic wianufacture of car- 
bolle acid from coal-tar benzo}. 

. The process is not a new one, but 
it is a step toward the further de- 
velopment of chemical industries in 
Canada which the war.bas initiated. 
Already two. Toronto University grad- 
uates are engaged J making drugs 
se haye been cut off by the war. 
e firm is an example of what Can- 


adian chemists. can.do. It is at 


‘present supplying bospitals all over 


Canada with drugs which uscd 
come from Germany. 

“The chemical industry must grow 
in Canada,” said Dr. Boswell to an 
interviewer ‘jn his laboratoyy sur- 
rounded by retorts, glass tubes, and 
the smell of chemicals. . “A good 
many people think that Germany Is 
abead of us because thoy know mure; 
the truth fs we know just as inuch as 
the Germans about chemistry. Why, 
wo are making cvery day, for experi- 
mental purposes, drugs that Canada 
bas been sending to Germapy for. 
The only differenco is that Canadian 
business men will not speculato in 
auch things. There is the idcat of co- 
operation of the Government, the 
Universities, and the business institu- 
tions in Germany, aod that is the rea- 
son they have been so successful In 
their chemistry.” 

Dr. Boswell believes that if the 
Universities will work In conjunction 
with the manufacturers as they havo 
been doing this summer in the mak- 
ing of carbolic acid Canada wilt be 
able to take its proper place In the 
chemical world.

German.

“Never to deal with a merchant 
who keeps a single artizlo of German 
manufacture i> bis store. 

“Never to travel in Germapy nor 
permit any of bis family to visit 
there. _ 

“Permit no Germans to eater Can- 
ads, except on higher ‘terms than 
Chinese—a bead tax of $1,000."
